Fora homeowner, there are few more terrifying 
phrases to hear than “you need a new furnace.” 
It's right up there with “you need a new roof” 
or “the cable will be out for a few days.” 

Last month, I-got that dreaded diagnosis. 

| had called in a repairman when I noticed 
that my furnace was acting a little tempera- 
mental, operating the way it should one hour, 
followed by periods of chilling inactivity. After 
doing just enough to get it running well, the 
furnace guy told me the grim news: it would 
last the rest of the year, but not another. I swal- 
lowed hard and asked the guy how much a new 
furnace costs. He casually said “about five.” 

1 paused. Five what, | wondered, hoping 
against all logic that it was five hundred. After 
a pause, I had to ask: “Five what?” 

“Five thousand,” he said, making me feel like 
quite the idiot for asking. 

Now, you can try to put off putting on a new 
roof, or you can try to make your balky wash- 
ing machine last a little longer. But a furnace 
is life or death — literally. If it stops working 
on a -35 degree night, you could wake up one 
morning with your eyelids frozen shut. Be- 
sides, even if you think you can just put on an- 
other sweater or a layer of blankets and tough 
it out, a furnace is not’something you should 
mess with, Natural gas and fire are, literally, a 
volatile mix. 

After picking my cheapskate jaw off the 
ground and getting over the initial shock of 
needing a new furnace (which shouldn't have 
beenashock at all, since the furnace is 28 years 
old and original with the house), the furnace 
repair man tuned me into a whole world of cost 
savings, all courtesy your provincial and feder- 
al governments. Before getting a new furnace, 
he suggested that I have an energy efficiency 
evaluation done. If J invested in the audit, not 
only would | get back most of the cost of the 
audit, 1 would be eligible for hundreds or even 
thousands of dollars in government grants to 
help pay for things like a new furnace, or new 
windows, or hot water heaters, or even toilets. 

Well, sign me up. And here's how you can do 
it, too.

THE ENERGY AUDIT 

While the provincial and federal 
governments are perfectly willing 
to part with up to $5,000 to im- 
prove the environmental health of 
your home, you have to play by their 
rules. And rule No. 1 is get an ener: 
gy efficiency audit. If you go ahead 
and install that new energy efficient 
furnace, or replace your windows or 
toilets or whatever (see list of eligible 
grants) without getting the energy au- 
dit FIRST, you will not be eligible for 
any of that sweet, sweet government 
money. 

The process is simple. Go to the federal 
government's office of energy efficiency website, 
at www.oee.nrcan.gc.caa. Poke around the site (there's 
plenty of good information there) until you find the link for Contact 
A Service Organization. Once you're on that page, just type in your post- 
al code in the allotted space, and a list of qualified energy advisors pops 
up. There are six listed in the Edmonton area 

Even though the audit isn't cheap — $300 plus GST for the initial au- 
dit, and another $150 plus GST for the follow-up audit once you've made 
your improvements — you get a good portion of that money back from 
the province. A rebate of $100 is provided after your audit is complete, 
and another $100 after your post-audit evaluation; in other words, the 
audit costs $250. This rebate comes to you automatically via the prov- 
ince’s Climate Change Central office 


STEP 2: THE INSPECTION 

Getting the inspection done, at least through the service we used, takes 
anywhere from 2 1/2-to three hours, and a resident has to be there. 
It's not unlike your annual medical check-up, only nobody wears rubber 
gloves. The evaluation is designed to improve the energy efficiency of 
your home while reducing its environmental impact, as well as improve 
the comfort level of your home. The inspector will give your furnace, 
fireplaces, hot water heaters, insulation levels, windows, etc. a good go- 
ing over, The most substantial part of the evaluation is the blower door 
test, which measures your home's rate of air leakage 

A door-sized fan is mounted in an exterior door opening of your home. 
When the fan is turned on, the pressure in your house is gradually re- 
duced to allow outside air to flow into the house through unsealed open- 
ings or cracks in the house. Pressure gauges measure the rate of airflow 
so the inspector can:calculate our home's air tightness. The inspector 
then goes around your house looking for leaky spots, which in the case

of our inspector, was accomplished by using what looked like a minia: 
ture duster. He simply ran the duster around windows and doors; if the 
feathers moved, it showed a leaky spot’ My house came out pretty well 
but the test clearly showed a leak around one of the main living room 
windows, which would explain the chronic coolness in the room. It's an 
easy fix, and a good example of how you can improve your homes energy 
efficiency and comfort levels with minimal effort. Another simple im 
provement anyone can do is installing insulating foam pads between the 
cover plate and a electrical outlet. And if you rarely use the outlet, buy 
some of those baby-proof plugs and seal it up. 


STEP 3: THE REPORT 

Some time after the inspection is done, your adviser will send you 
a complete breakdown of what he found. My house was assigned an 
EnerGuide rating of 64 out of 100, whichis slightly above the average 
for houses of that age. The report says that if 1 implemented all of the 
changes recommended in the report, it could raise my home's energy 
efficiency rating to 72, which would reduce my home's greenhouse gas 
emissions by 2.8 tonnes a year. That's a lot of gas. 


STEP 4: DOIT! 

Using the energy evaluation as a guide, spend some time getting your 
house ship shape. But be careful — there are plenty of qualifications to 
follow if you want some grant money. Furnaces and windows, for ex- 
ample, all must be ENERGY STAR qualified. Your evaluator will pro- 
vide you with a booklet from the federal government that outlines the 
grants available. The province, through Climate Change Central, also 
has a pile of cash available. Your rebates for the home energy evaluation, 
insulation and hot water systems come to you automatically; rebates for 
clothes washers and furnaces must be applied for. Go to ClimateChange- 
Central.com for full details. 


STEP S: THE FOLLOW UP 

Once you've done everything you can (or can afford to do), get a fol- 
low-up evaluation. The assessor will verify that the work has been done, 
and he will take care of the paperwork necessary to claim your grant 
money. Then, just sit back and wait for the money to come in while you 
bask in your warmer house and feel the glow that only comes with do 
gooding. 

One last warning: the program is guaranteed to end March 31, 2011. 
If you don't get the work done and evaluated before then, you're out of 
luck.

This time around Mandel will fo: 
cus on the completion of several 
projects started under his leadership 
including the city’s 10-year plan to 
end homelessness, the recently ap 
proved LRT expansion, finalizing 
plans for the municipal airport, and 
the new downtown arena proposi 
tion that needs to be dealt with. 

I think it's important to have a 
downtown arena entertainment 
complex, and I've been very clear 
about that, but we're not going to 
sell out the house to have it,” Man- 
del said. "We're going to make sure 
it's done in a way that's acceptable 
to most citizens. You're not going to 


please everybody every time, if you | 


try to do that you'll never get any 
thing done.” 

Mandel was reluctant to get into 
details stressing that the announce 
ment was not a campaign launch, but 
an answer to the question of whether 
he would run or not. 

As for Mandel’s competition he 
says his focus is on his vision and 
plan for the city, not what other peo: 
ple are doing in the political arena 

"You sell your own wares, you 
don't detract from other people's 
wares. We talk about what we want 
to accomplish and what our vision is, 
and hopefully the citizens of Edmon- 
ton will see that as the way they want 
to go,” he said. "I think I’m the right 
guy for this job at this point in time, 
and I'll continue to do it, but that will 
be determined by the citizens in Oc- 
tober.”

On Monday, the CRTC settled the bitter war 
of words over the future of commercial tele- 
vision in Canada. The winner: commercial 
TV. The laser: probably you. 

The background: Canada’s private broad- 
casters — CTV, Global. and CityTV — are in 
dire straits, collectively losing $116 million 
last year. To “save local TV,” as their pitch 
went, they sought salvation from their eco- 
nomic woes through cable. While cable and 
satellite providers (Shaw, Bell) were paying 
for the right to air U.S. based channels, they 
didn't have to pay to carry traditional over- 
the-alr Canadian stations. Why can't we 
get some of that revenue, the broadcasters 
asked? The cable and satellite providers 
countered by saying if they had to pay for 
Canadian stations — the “TV tax.” in their 
prefered term — they would have to pass 
along the cost to the consumer. Besides, the 
cable giants said, they were already forced 
to carry Canadian commercial TV for free 
and in preferential positions on the channel 
grid, not to mention the millions they were 
forced to contribute to the Canadian TV 
production fund. 

This internecine war was was settled, sort 
of, this week by the CRTC, the governing 
body of broadcasting in Canada. The CRTC 


nuled, essentially, in the broadcasters’ favour, 
but with some caveats. The broadcasters 
will be allowed to negotiate a fee with the 
cable/satellite providers, but the matter will 
first have to go through the courts to deter. 
mine if the CRTC has the jurisdiction to ask 
the companies to negotiate fees, since there 
are copyright laws involved. If the courts 
give it the OK, then the broadcasters and 
cable will have to discuss compensation. 

The cable companies, awash in billions 
In profits, won't want to cut into their profit 
Margins, and will no doubt take the easiest 
toute possible — passing along the extra 
cost to you, The broadcasters have already 
said they could live with 50 cents a month, 
which could add $2 or so to your cable bill, 
a farcry from the $10 the cable companies 
were claiming. 

The CRTC decision means that broadcast 
television is, basically, dead. instead of 
Canadian TV trying to lure audiences with 
programming, they can sit back and collect 
money from an unwilling public for stuff 
they used to get for free. But with recent 
figures showing that Canadians spend on 
the web than they do in front of the tube. 
the whole matter of “local TV" seems more 
and more irrelevant. 





MANDEL MAKES MAYORALTY A NON-RACE 





\tlooks like we're in for'a dull civic election. 
And for that, you can thank Stephen Man- 
del. The always hardworking, sometimes 
cranky mayor made his long-awaited 
annoucement Tuesday that he plans to seek 
a third term as mayor. The election is still 
seven months away, but Mandel's decision 
to run again almost certainly closes the 

door to any legitimate candidate. It's hard 
enough to be elected mayor, harder still to 


beat a popular, incumbent mayor. 

Plenty of city council names were tossed 
around as potential mayoral candidates, but 
they will mast certainly all sit this one out. 
Mandel was a one-term councillor when he 
defeated Bill Smith for the mayoralty, but

Judging from the number of recalls 
lately, manufacturers are either get 
ting extremely sloppy with their pro- 
duction methods, or the government 
is getting even more obsessive in its 
protection of innocent consumers. 

The beleaguered consumer will be 
forgiven if they have lost track of the 
number of recalls of late. From cars 
to hockey sticks, we've been deluged 
with so many recall notices, one 
might think that major industry is 
intent on killing its customer base 

Not all recalls are created equal, 
despite the name. In the case of 
some faulty cars, recall means “bring 
the car back before you die,” In the 
case of, say, StoneTeck Professional 
Enhancer Pro Sealer (see below), a 
recall means applying a new safety 
sticker. 

Recalls are surprisingly common — 


there were more than 300 in Canada 
alone last year — but none of them 
got the publicity, or did such damage 
as the great Toyota recall 

There may never have been a re- 
call more damaging to a company 
than Toyota's of some nine million 
cars worldwide due to a somewhat 
disturbing defect — the cars would 
sometimes accelerate and not stop. 
Until the recall, Toyota had a stellar 
record. For years, they had been the 
car of choice for people who want a 
well-built, dependable car with good 
gas mileage. (1 own a black Toyota 
Corolla, and aside from the minor 
problem that wherever 1 park my 
car there are dozens of identical 
black Toyota Corollas in the lot, I've 
been very happy with it.) But when 
GM was flirting with collapse, Toyo- 
ta made a concerted push to become 
the world’s No. 1 automaker, and it 
appears they started to take a few 
shortcuts; ie., they became more 
like an American automaker. Now, 
instead of being one of the world’s 
most respected companies, Toyota 
has become the butt of thousands of 
late night talk show jokes, When Jay 
Leno and David Letterman turn your 
brand into a punch line, you're in 
serious trouble. Right, Tiger Woods? 

The Toyota recall is the prudent 
thing to do, of course. Even though 


the numbers of actual incidents 
involving cars accelerating out of 
control is small, this is serious stuff. 
When a company designs a product 
with a flaw that could result in instant 
death or dismemberment, a recall is 
a pretty good idea. For example, the 
Hitachi Koki nail gun was recalled 
recently because it has been known 
to shoot nails SIDEWAYS, resulting 
in nails being fired into eyes. Yikes! 

Some recalls seem to be no brain- 
ers, but are, upon closer examina 
tion, probably overreactions. 

You may have heard of a recall of 
one million drop-side Stork Craft 
cribs recently, the largest crib recall 
in North American history. The re- 
call was prompted by suffocation 
deaths of four children in the U.S., 
and three non-fatal entrapments in 
Canada. | can't imagine anything 
worse for a parent than to have your 
child killed in a crib. It's too horrible 
to contemplate, and it's awfully hard 
for a company to defend itself when 
you've got the words “suffocation” 
and “baby” in the same sentence. But 
the four U.S. deaths occurred over a 
period of NINE years, and were all 
the result of improper use, according 
to the company. 

Recently, there was a recall of

The most recent headline grabbing | 


ecall may be the most ridiculous 
recall ever — Bauer's hockey sticks. 
Thousands of sticks in the Nike/ 
Bauer line were found to have too 
much lead in the paint. Anyone who 
bought one of the deadly sticks is ad- 
vised to stop using it. 

So, how exactly would hockey 
player ingest lead from the paint on 
his hockey stick? The only real way 
to get the lead in would be to chew or 
suck on the stick 

Instead of recalling all 100,000 
sticks and spooking parents across 
the country, wouldn't it have been 
easier to have forced Bauer to print 
a warning sticker that said: WARN- 
ING: Do not eat. Do not chew. Chew- 
ing or eating may result in an in- 
finitesimally small chance of getting 
mildly ill.

Atom €goyan is a rarity. He makes arty, 
thought-provoking films that are nonetheless 
seen by vast numbers of people. And he's man- 
aged to do it without straying south of the 49th 
parallel, In his newest movie, Chloe, he tells the 
story of Catherine (Julianne Moore) who sus- 
pects her husband (Liam Neeson) is having an 
affair. In an attempt to find out more about her 
spouse, she hires a prostitute to seduce him 
SEE caught up with Egoyan to discuss this pro- 
vocative piece and to find out how he managed 
to achiéve the'most elusive’ of Ganadian film= 
making goals: success, 

Asked what he was trying to say with his lat 
est film, Egoyan replies, “That human beings 
are complex and relationships are difficult; 
challenging. I’m trying to say that we have to 
find a way to reconcile fantasy with who we 
really are. And also beware of the danger of 
thinking that you can use other people.” 

Egoyan believes we fall in love because we 
need someone else to complete our sense of 
who we are 

That's really what this story's about,” he 
says, “It's about two women who become linked 
in ways that neither one of them expect, set 
against the story of a marriage, which is trying 
to re-engage its erotic component.” 

Stanley Kubrick's Eyes Wide Shut explored 
he same questions and some of the same dy- 

umics as this film, but arguably failed to really 
get “in there.” Chloe is much more successful 
at getting the audience to care about the char- 
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acters and understand more clearly their moti- 
vations, that their frailties and needs are what 
drive their decisions. 

“That's a huge compliment,” he says. “I'm 
a huge Kubrick fan. But you're always aware 
with Kubrick's work, of the formalism of the 
piece and that's one thing | wanted to avoid 
with this. | wanted to find a way of accessing 
these characters. So the language I’m using, is 
in some ways, much more conventional than 
Kubrick's in that film. I think that the challenge 
here was to actually find a way of accessing the 
performances first and foremost.” 

Looking back over a body of work spanning 
two decades and asked what he's usually trying 
to say, Egoyan explains, “Normally my agenda’s 
a little bit more complicated in as much as I’m 
trying to make the viewer a lot more self-con 
scious of what their role is as someone watch 
ing the film. I'm quite demanding of the viewer. 
It's funny. Sometimes | don't think I am, but 
when | look at the films in retrospect, when 
I look at a film like Adoration from last year, 
it's very demanding It’s actually saying that 
you can't be close to these characters. What's 
motivating them is totally obscure to you and 
will remain obscure to you until the end of the 
movie. So you have to work with your own pre 
conception, and that's really tough. Those films 
are made in a certain way and they're made for 
a certain market. A film like this is no less com: 
plex in some ways, but you're always aware of 
what's motivating the characters and what 
their agendas are and that's a huge difference 
1 don't know if 1 could have written the script 
but I could certainly respond to it and it excited 
me as a director.” 

From one of his first full-length movies, 
1994's Exotica, to his latest, Egoyan doesn't 
hesitate to indentify the changes. 

“When Exotica came out,” he says, “that was 
a pretty ground breaking movie in terms of the 
way it was telling the story, the way that it's 


narrative was broken apart. The viewer had to 
put pieces together to their own imagination 
At the time, that was very unusual, but in the 
15 years since that film was made, that's sort 
of become almost a cliché in a way. There are 
a lot of films that use that technique now and 
in a way, it's become quite popular. In my own 
work, I was trying to go further and further in 
pushing that and making the films more com- 
plicated and more impenetrable in some ways. 
Then along came [the Chloe] script, which 
went back to this core question of how to talk 
about the mystery of any meeting between hu- 
man beings, and how elegant and difficult that 
is to negotiate. That's what I responded to in 
this script 

In Chloe, the family home is almost a charac- 
ter in itself. [t's cold and expansive, with a myr 
iad of intersecting lines and endless windows. 
In one powerful shot, Catherine looks across 
the house through two sets of windows at her 
husband who's looking back at her. Clearly, 
€goyan put a lot of thought into his choice of 
setting and key location 

I think there's that sense of it being almost a 

panopticon,” he says, “where everyone is being 
observed at some level and there's that sense 
of control, Catherine is a person who's totally 
controlling. She's controlling to the point where 
she explains an orgasm as a muscular response 
Everything is about control. Controlling her 
son, controlling this whole scenario with her 
husband's erotic life. And there are dangers to 
that. It creates a certain kind of mania, which is 
not healthy. And I think one of the things about 
the house that I found very attractive is that 
it's right on the edge of a ravine, a very distinct 
Toronto condition. So from the wild, there's 
something untamed forcing through this very 
constructed, very controlled, cold kind of en- 
vironment.” 

Casting for Chloe depended on crucial choic- 
es, including Amanda Seyfried in the title role,

But she 
came in and was so extraordinary, She had thi 
incredible combination of something which i 
attractive, seductive, yet deeply unresolved. | 
never seen her before. I told her right off the 
audition, and it's very rare that one would d: 
that, I said, "You've got the part. You are the 
character.’ And at the time, no one knew wh 
she was. She's since become this kind of star. 

€goyan may well be the most prolific and 
successful filmmaker English Canada has ye 
to produce. Yet, his own perspective of his ex 
alted status contains a characteristic humility. 

“If you look at the whole career, my first films 
were made with no expectations at all,” he says. 
“I just kept at it. | wasn’t thinking about audi 
ences. This was a different time, though. | was 
just thinking about using film to express wha 
I wanted to say. And I was fortunate that there 
was this festival circuit that they got on, anc 
they were able to build up a reputation. But | 
didn’t even start thinking about audiences re 
ally until Exotica, which was film number six 
I think the problem now is that we're so con 
sumed with audience. That's kind of the mania 
of our time. And we have access to these facts 
in a way that I never did, like “box office” and 
how many people are seeing what movie in 
what theatre. And you know, it just never oc 
curred to me. | still find it a little mysterious 
That's the one thing that really made my trajec 
tory different from a young filmmaker starting 
now.

Even if you don't recognize the name, 
or haven't seen their new documen- 
tary, you may well be familiar with 
the Yes Men 

They're the duo (real names Andy 
Bichlbaum and Mike Bonanno) re 
sponsible for the prank wherein one 
of them posed as a Dow Chemical 
executive live on BBC World News, 
and issued a massive — and massive- 
ly unauthorized — apology for the in- 
dustrial disaster at a Dow-controlled 
factory in Bhopal in the 1980s, from 
which thousands of Indians died 
The fake exec goes on to promise full 
compensation to the other hundreds 
of thousands still living with the 
after-effects. Within hours, Dow's 
stock dropped three per cent 

They're also the guys who blanket 
ed New York City last summer with 
1.2 million copies of their dream edi- 
tion of The New York Times, which 
announced, among other things, the 
end of the Iraq War, the passing of 
a “maximum wage” act and breaking 
1ews that oil profits would be perma: 
nently nationalized and used to fund 
climate change efforts. 

These are just two of the stunts 
captured in The Yes Men Fix the 
World, and the others follow a very 
similar vein. 

Also co-directors, Bichlbaum and 
Bonanno deliver a very particular 
style of guerrilla satire, one that 
combines deadly serious left-wing 
politics and a jovial, almost smirk- 
ing fagade — think of the acerbic field 
segments Rob Corrdry and Stephen 
Colbert used to file for The Daily 


Show several years ago. They're | 


staunchly anti-globalization, but 
they'd rather embarrass corpora- 
tions with high-profile hijinks than 
organize a protest and shout at them 
through a megaphone 

As the film keenly demonstrates, 
the Yes Men's intentions are noble 
and their tactics are undeniably ef- 
fective. But something still irks me 
about these guys. For all their dedi- 


cation to the cause, they're too com- | 


mitted to the theatrics of their whole 
image — namely, suit-wearing dopes 
who live in a decrepit warehouse 
and who've stumbled into this life of 
pranksterism entirely by fluke. And 


they continue to feign surprise that | 


these mega-corporations don't im- 
mediately see the error of their ways 
and repent in the face of a Yes Men 
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prank, as if the spectacle and stone- 
faced camouflage isn't what they 
were really after all along. In other 
words, there's a bit too much shtick 
to their shtick.

It's fun when a movie turns your ex 
pectations upside down. 

This one begins with what seems 
like an obvious set-up, but reveals 
itself to be about something else al 
together, and even then, keeps a few 
tricks in reserve 

Cooking With Stella begins like an 
other story about an unenlightened 
westerner receiving tutelage from a 
quirky ethnic person 

Michael (Don McKellar) has come

Expression Festival, the inaugural 
evening of urban culture including 
DJs, MCs, graffiti artists and a win- 
ner-takes-all b-boy dance competi- 
, tion, is finally here. 

There's no question about Mark 
“Nu-Mark" Potsic’s street cred. Born 
and raised in L.A., he made a name 
for himself during the 90s as the DJ 





and beat maker behind one of the 
most successful hip-hop acts of all 
time: Jurassic 5. But, it was back in 
the '80s when Potsic quite literally 
caught his first big “Break.” 

“Friends and I used to go to this 
movie theatre in L.A. that showed 
Breakin’ regularly,” Potsic says of 
the hip hop flavoured retelling of 
West Side Story. “Hip hop was just 
coming into its own. When Breakin’ 
was playing there, you could see kids 
on the street from half a mile away 
breakdancing outside the theatre. I 
thought, ‘This is it.’ 

Since then, the hip hop's certainly 
gotten bigger. Better? It's a mat- 
ter of opinion, says event promoter 
Nick Samalack and hip hop enthu- 


siast, ak.a. DJ Degree. He's played 
and promoted shows touting a wide 
range of hip hop derivatives: electro, 
mash-up, party rock, drum ‘n’ bass, 
glitch hop ... the list goes on. 

And the crossovers have likewise 
continued with Kid Cudi’s “Day ‘n' 
Nite” and the production of pop icon 
Rhianna’s latest album by dubstep 
stars Chase & Status. 

For the record, Samalack counts 
himself as a fan of hip hop's ongoing 
evolution, but he also came to realize 
that a roots refresher was in order. 

“The whole festival really just start- 
ed out as DJ Nu-Mark show,” Samal- 
ack says. “After I booked him, Mark 
called me and asked if I'd mind also

Oakland, California’s Zion | is completely 
absorbed in the essential traditions of self- 
promotion in hip hop. MC Zumbi and pro- 
ducer Amp Live are obsessive in the pursuit 
of their passion; consistently putting out new 
thymes, beats and mix tapes as individuals 
and as Zion | in order to stay afloat as self- 
sufficient artists. 

“For us, it's always been that way,” says 
Zumbi. “As an indie artist coming out from 
the Bay Area, it's kind of like a tradition. Like 
Too Short and E-40 and those guys, they 
would pull up in their car, open their trunk 
and sell you music right there. That's like the 
thing we've been doing, but with the tech- 
nology added to it — the digital aspect — It’s 
alittle different” 

Zumbi understands the marketing game 
has dramatically changed since the days 
when DJs could sell mix tapes for as much as 
$1 per minute of recording, and now, creativ- 
ity is the key.

show, The Science of Disconnection 
is a play that reveals the journey of 
this astonishing woman.
